Questions and Answers 
Q: “Can a carrier supply Your Guide to Moving in Washington State 
electronically to the customer?” 

A: Yes. WAC 480-15-620 states that carriers must give each customer a 
copy of the publication, Your Guide to Moving in Washington State at the 
time the carrier gives the customer a written estimate. Item 85 of Tariff 
15-C states that the estimate must include a space for the customer to 
sign or initial stating the customer was provided a copy of the 
brochure. The carrier may choose to furnish the guide electronically as 
long as the customer receives the guide at the time of the estimate and 
the customer signs or initials the estimate showing a copy was 
received.

All My Sons Moving & Storage Update 
Last month the commission went to court to permanently shut down 
the in-state operations of Kent-based All My Sons that continues to 
operate illegally within Washington state following the cancellation of 
its permit last November. The commission filed an enforcement 
petition against All My Sons, asking the Thurston County Superior 
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Court to enforce a November 2008 commission order that cancelled the company’s permit to operate 
an in-state moving business, and required the company to cease and desist in-state moving 
operations. 
 
The commission cancelled All My Sons’ operating permit in November 2008 based on investigations 
that revealed the moving company repeatedly overcharged customers, inaccurately estimated the 
costs of customers’ moves and mishandled damage claims.
